But the cartoons do indicate a growing realization on 
the " ae of the public that the atomic arms race does not 
spell security in any senSe whatsoever. On the contrary, it 
spells the worst insecurity. Piling, up A- and H-bombs does 
not contribute a single iota of security to America, since 
two stockpiles of these weapons in the world cancel each 
other out. That is why the Soviet Union, in announcing 

- its possession of the H-bomb, went out of its way to urge 
a halt in the arms race, and a renewal of talks leading to 
outlawing these ghastly weapons. 

- Of course, the treacherous traitors in our midst who 
fear peace with the Soviet Union because they -covet the 
easy profits coined out of the corpses of our American youth 
have another view. As expressed in a national weekly 
magazine last week, they shout that we need more and 
bigger A-bombs and H-bombs to “meet the Russian threat.” 
At the same time, they huff and puff that the Soviet an- 
nouncement is a “bluff” to fool the State Department. How 


crazy can these people get?
